Wlien onr ancestors iirst came to th 


p'iit of the country to form settlemen 
they fonnJ it inhabited by Indiana, wb 
weie divided into distinct tribes, spoke di 
ferent rlialecte of a common language, an 
livtcl principall) b> hunting and fishing 
The particulai tribe or family occupyin 
tine region were known to the Eugh&h a 
the Uelawuie Indiana, but they callei 
themuehea the 1 emu Lenapea, or th 
Oiigmal People

peai, tlie> adopted from a belie! that the 
were superior in all respects to any of th 
i P ghboimg tribes

usual d"-pss of the Lenni Lenapes was com 
posed of the ekms of wild beasts, which 
nere dressed with great care, and made 
into robes, petticoats, trousers and blan- 
kets 
In summer their clothing hung 


loosely about them, and was, by tbe men, 
often laid aside entirely , but in winter 
they wrapped thwr garments closely about 
their waists 
Upon their feet they wore 


shoes -without heels generally made ol 
bulialo I ide or buckskin, and called moc- 
casins 
Iheue were fitted tightlw to the 


shape of the loot, and were gathered at 
the toes and ankles, and fastened with 
thongs 
In winter they wore snow shoea, 


consisting of a net work of deer skm 
thongs upon a frame work of small aticka 
Upon the loose edges of tbe skma which 
formed their clothing they fastened por- 
cupine quills, and often even the scalpa of 
their enemies 
The common dress of the 


women, who had great regard for the 
claims of modesty, was an undergarment 
of leather, which crowned the body, leav- 
ing the arms bare, aud a skirt of the same 
mateml, reaching from the waiat to the 
kneea

The Lenapes alwaye manifested much 


fondness for personal decorations and 
have, perhaps, aa rouih vanity in respect 
to their necklaces of fish bones, and their 
ear rings of sea shells as the most fashion- 
able people in upper teadom lor their lacee 
and silks 
The quantity and beauty of 


then ornaments depended not only upon 
the rank or business of the wearer, but 
upon tbe tribe to which he belonged, as 
well as upon hia ambition to wear and hia 
power to obtain 
lhe hair was sometimes 


braided and decorated with email orna- 
menta of silver, sometimes it waa filled 
with plumes and feathers, and often cut 
and fashioned into fantastic and whimsical

The food of the Indians was coarue and 


plain in the extreme, and totally destitute 
of seasoning, and nJ>bough salt springs 
abounded in some sections of the country, 
thev neper regarded salt as an article oi 
roach use m cooking. They fed upon the 
flesh cf the bear, bjffalo, elk, deer, beaver 
and raccoon , upon wil geese, turkeys and 
duck, in short, upon every variety of 
flesh, hsh or fowl the conntrj afforded 
In summer they subsisted largely on -\ 
mixture of corn and beans, called succo 
tasli, of which they were very fond 
In 


winter their food consisted of auch vegeta- 
bles as they could save during the summer, 
together wi'oacoins, nuts and roots They 
sat cross-iegged at their meals, o' rather 
with their anklea crossed in front of them , 
and sometimes they rested in a reclining 
posture, leaning upon one elbow, m the 
fashion of the ancient Romans 
They had 


no regular meals, but ate whenever they 
weie hungry, and then in a voracious 
manner 
Their only drink was water, 


cold and fresh as it bubbled from the 
spring 


At their banquets the men formed the 


first groups , in the next were the women, 
children and dogs, a heterogeneous assem- 
blage, who were often -very gluttonous, 
while the men were comparatively moder- 
ate in their eating. It is said that, upon 
.he whole, there never was a people who 
seemed to care less for the pleasures of the 
table, and who in rea'ity consumed less 
ban the Indiana 
They understood and 


>racticed the maxim, though they never 
leard it expressed, "eat to live, not lire 
to eat " They also made a dish, to this 
day called hominy, by boiling pounded 
orn ten or twelve hours. 
Of the cooking of the Indians it has beeu 
aid that it bad nothing commendable m 
t, but that it waa performed with little 
rouble. They had no sauce but a good 
toinach, which 
they seldom 
wanted 


Tliey had three ways of cooking the meat 
»nd fish. Thev boiled them in vessels of 
lay or bark, by putting into them stonea 
heated for the purpose. 
They broiled

THE JOINT WORM-THE ARMY WORM

The Joint Worm 


This insect is occasionally mjunous to 


wheat m Pennsylvania, and its attacks 
are usually confused with those of the 
Hessian fly It is a very small insect, 
about an eighth of an men long when 
adnlt, with four wings, and has been 
compared i" general appearance to aj 
small ant. 


LIFE HISTORY 


The adult insect Uys its egga near one 


of the lower joint? ot the stalk about the 
laat of May or first of June, boung a lit- 
tle hole on the stem in order to do this. 
The .voung larvae which batch trom 
these eggs .ie in little cavities and ex^ 
tract the sap, thus pi even ting the pro- 
per growth of the parts above, and caus- 
ing the stem where they are to form the 
little galls, and become hard and woody 
When the attick is serious the stalk is 
swollen and bent over at this place. 
Here they spend the summer, and in the 
fall become pui i and pass the wintei, 
and escape by little holes m the sides of 
the galls, as adults the following spring 
In irme to lay thoir eggs on the wheat ot 
that year.

stage is reached in tbe spring and tbe 
eggs for the Qrst brood are laid.

caterpillars w'mch batch from these eggs 
feed, grow, enter tbe giound and pupate 
and the moths thuy produce appear m 
June. 
Tbeae moths lav eggs for tbe 


second brood (which is usually the one 
which, while m tbe caterpillar stage, 
causes most damage about the middle of 
July) 
These caterpillars pupate about 


the end of July and the moths from them 
appeal in August and lay their eggs for 
third brood 
Sometimes it is tbe cat- 


erpillars from this brood which are de- 
stiuctne, but more of ten the most ser- 
ious injury is caused by tbose of the 
second brood. The caterpillars of the 
third biood teed and generally succeed 
in reaching the adult (moth) stage before 
winter, though some usually fail to pro- 
gress so lar and spend the winter either 
as caterpillar or pupa 
A fourth brood 


may possibly exist in Southern Pennsyl- 
vania. 


INJURIES 


r The first 01 spring biood of caterpillars 
usually leeds unnoticed, eating boles m 
the leaves and dropping to the ground 
when disturbed. 


When tbe food m their immediate 


ueighboihood is all consumed, however, 
the caterpillais must seaicu foi more— 
something that does not occur in moat 
years, as they aie not often sulTicieutly 
abundant to eat all the lood, even in tbe 
second orood. 
When, however, they are 


so abundant as to exhaust their food sup- 
pi}, they set oil togetliet, forming the| 
armies which have given tl,em the name 
1 Army worm," to had new pastures 
This usually occurs with the second and 
thud brood, rather than the Dtst 
As 


they leach new llelds they strip them as 
they go. Finally, when they have fed 
enough, they seek sheltered places and, 
either under the leaves anci grass or just 
below the surface o£ the ground, they 
change from the caterpillar to the pupa 
stage, from winch aftei a time the moth 
eiueiges. 


The injuues, as this outline indicates, 


aie caused by the caterpillar feeding. 
This occurs three times each season, 
but individuals of the first biood are 
rarely abundant en, ugh to do a notice- 
able amount of haim 
The second brood 


if sotliueutly abundant, will stiip the 
held wheie it is then pass to other fields 
to repeat the opeiation, though this pro- 
ce°s mav not take place till the thud 
orood has appeared.

As the insect passes 


the wiuter m sheltered places, under 
guiss and lubbish, burning such places, 
especially along the tences, late m the 
fall, will destroy many 
Birds, particu- 


larly oui song Birds, are believed t > feed 
lieely on the army worm, and they 
should be pioteeted by the faimei and 
encouiaged to breed 


When it is noticed that the insects have 


begun to strip the fields a bran mash is 
sometimes used successfully. 
This is 


made by mixing Unity five pounds of 
wheat bran, one gallon ot molasses and 
one pound ot Paris green in hot watei 
enough to make the mash properly thick 
This is scattered over the field just be 
foie night and usually succeeds in indue 
ing njauy ot the cateipi'lais to feed upon 
it lather than upon the crops and kills 
them 


When the caterpillars have begun to 


march in search of food, othei methods 
to piotect exposed helds may be used 
One vi ay to do this is to plow a fuuow 
utiosa then line of march, with the laud 
side of the furrow toward the field to be 
protected 
i!y this method the cateipil- 


lai must first crawl over the lose earth 
tinned up, then ovei the bottom of the 
funow 
If, at mlei vals of about ten 


jeet, holes be dug in the bottom of the 
fuirow, many caterpillais will collect in 
these and die. 
The holes should be 


about two feet deep and a couple ot inch- 
es in diameter, and can be made with an 
augei such as used lor making fence-post 
holes 
It stiaw be plenty this can be 


scattered along in the furrow and burn- 
ed when the cateipillars have thickly 
covered it, or a band of tar in the same 
place may be used to hold the caterpillar 
fast 
Two furrows a tew feet apart, are 


still bettei 


A field nay often be piotected by 


heavily spraying a strip at the edge 
which Hie cateipillais are approaching, 
w i t h Paris ereen and water, or spunk- 
ling it with Pans green and lime mixed 


The caterpillars feed on this strip, are 


poisoned, and die. Care should be taken, 
rjowevei if this plan is followed, that 
this portion of the fleld be not cut and 
fed to stock but destroyed.
